today in the Supreme Court by W. 
A. Glasgow for the union, and by 
H. Drinker. Jr.. and J. B. Mc- 
Donough, as counsel for the nine 
mines in Arkansas, which brought 
the so-called Coronado coal case 
to recover damages for the de- 
struction of their property during 
strikes in 1914. 

The United Mine Workers con- 
tended that their organization 
could not be sued because it was not 
incorporated, and a number of de- 
cisions of the courts were cited by 
counsel in support of his argument 
to have set aside 
the lower Federal courts holding 
that the organization had violated 
the Sherman antitrust law by re- 
straining interstate commerce. 

Counsel for the mine owners 
contended that the conspiracy con- 
sisted of an agreement among 
union miners, founded upon the 
teachings of the central competi- 
tive fleld conferences, and spread 
by the officers of the union, who 
insisted that the competition of 
nonunion mines must be  sup- 
preseed. 

The importance of closing the 
nonunion Arkansas mines was at- 
tributed by the mine owners’ 
counsel to the views of the union 
that having controlled the field for 


vears, it would be vital to the 
growth of the union that the 
ground should not be lost. 

If the treasury of the United 


Mine Workers can be used to pro- 
mote a strike, arm the strikers and 
pay the fines imposed upon in- 
dividual labor leaders for viola- 
tions of the law, then the treasury 
of the union can be assessed, coun- 
sel for the operators argued, to pay 
for damages which the courts 
found resulted from the unlawful 
acts of members of the union dur- 
ing a strike. 


Argument of counsel for the 
miners that the destruction of 
property resulted from an upris-

Thousands of union workmen are idle fn 
Chicago because the wages which they de 
mand are so high that buildings cannot be 
erected at a profit; and a hundred thousand 
persons who do pot own their own homes 
are planning to live during the summer in 
a tent city to escape the high rentals which 
the owners or leasers of apartment and ten- 
ement houses demand. 

Not only do the labor unions refuse to 
construct more buildings, except on their 
own terms; they have organized terrorist 
gangs who maim and slay independent work- 
men who are willing to accept the same 
wages and working conditions that apply in 
similar occupations in other communities. 
The population of Chicago is steadily in- 
creasing, and the demand for flats and apart- 
ments is so greatly in excess of the supply 
that those with space to let can get their 
own price for it. 

Tyrannical bosses of the labor unions 
have decreed that all building activities 
must cease until] owners and contractors 
meet their terms; and investigation has 
proved that those terms provide for per- 
sonal] tribute to the labor-union leaders as 
well as extortionate wages for the workmen. 
Ifa group in one of the unions rebels against 
this tyranny its members are slugged into 
submission or murdered. 

The situation is aggravated by a political 
alliance between the labor-union leaders and 
the machine in control of the city govern: 
ment, including some of the lower courts. 

Such are the causes that have brought 
about the present housing shortage in Chi- 
cago and have added thousands of men and 
women to the number of the unemployed. 
There can be no relief from high rents un- 
tit building operations are resumed; and 


there can be no resumption of building-op- |. 


erations until the strength of the unions is 
broken. 


Contrast that condition with the one that 
obtains in Los Angeles, where industrial 
liberty is enjoyed in a greater degree than 
im any other large city in the United States. 
Here all previous building records are be 
ing broken. At least 10,000 men are em- 
ployed in Los Angeles in building activities. 
The movement of lumber to Redondo and 
San Pedro is greater than to that of any 
other American port. 

Members of labor unions, hundreds, per- 
haps thousands of them, are employed here. 
But they work side by side with men who 
have retained their industrial liberty. Con- 
sidering living costs, the wages paid are 
as high here as in other sections of the 
country. There is no bitter wrangling and 
little friction. Homes rise as by magic and, 
although we are adding almost 100,000 a 
year to our there is no serious 
housing shortage. 

Skilled workmen are coming bere from 
all parts of the country, many of them fiee- 
ing from the union-labor serfdom of Chi- 
cago and elsewhere. Dollars are flocking 
here, too, for investment; for men and dol- 
lars seek alike industrial freedom. And the 
wonder to us here is that there are not

BEPING AWAY FROM GENOA. 

Secretary Hughes seems to have been 
peculiarly happy in the wording of his dip- 
lomatic note expressing his regret that there 
would be no American commission present 
at the Genoa conference. While mild dis- 
appointment has been expressed in the Brit- 
ish and French press, it has not awakened 
the “storm of indignation” and the “bitter 
resentment” that some of his Democratic 
press critics forecast. 

In fact, there is a growing disposition on 
the part of the English newspapers to re- 
gard the attempt to hold such a conference, 
with a Bolshevik commission invited, as 4 
diplomatic blunder. The London Times re 
gards the note as an expression of Amer- 
icam common sense, a quality in which the 
present British government, according to 
“The Thunderer,” is visibly lacking.

proposing such a congress, which is likely 
to resemble an inquest rather than a con- 
ference. The British politicians intimate 
that it was called at the suggestion of the 
late Briand government in France; while 
the Frenchmen place the whole blame upon 
Lioyd George.

‘WHAT CAN I DO WITH OLD 
SILK STOCKINGS?” 


A few weeks ago ! printed itn {his 
column a letter from a reader 
friend asking me what she could 
do with her worn-out silk stock- 
ings. I asked the other column 
readers to drop me a line telling 
me what they did with old stock- 
inge—and the following fine let- 
ters have come in, for me to print: 

“Sourdough”: “Here ig how I 
use old stocking tops: 1, Opened 
flap, lengthwise, and several sewn 
together, they make fine tops for 
petticoats; sew a silk or Jersey 
flounce on the lower edge. 2, White 
or flesh-colored stocking-tope make 
excellent heads for dolla, with faces 
and hair painted or embroidered on 
them. 3, Beginning at the top 
and cutting slightly deeper on one 
side at the start, then cutting into

rage, then crocheted into floor rugs, 
using a very large crochet hook.

Yesterday Mra. Quinn was found 
behind a counter of jewels in a 
shop on West Ninth etreet, where 
she is earning a wage to fupport 
her two children. She admitted 


she was seeking a divorce and 
that she had fi her complaint 
many weeks ago. It had been 


kept secret. 

The complaint charges that Capt. 
Quinn had treated his wife in an 
extremely cruel and inhuman man- 
ner, causing her mental suffering. 
Among the acts attributed to Capt. 
Quinn, the complaint recites that 
he was cold and indifferent to her, 
inconsiderate and neglectful; that 
he had addressed remarks to her 
calculating to hurt her and to drive 
her from him; that he did not 
wish to live with her and had 
often urged her to leave him.

| ten Service Sermon at 


ON POWER. 


Morosco Theater. 


“Power development is the word 
of today, and a wonderful slogan 
it is, but the secret of real power 
is not to be found in our rivers and 
mountains, nor in wealth, popula- 
tion or human efficiency, but rather 
in those sacred, silent moments 
when the soul draws neato God,” 
was the essence of a sermon on 
“Power,” preached at the noon 
Lenten service at the Morosco 
Theater yesterday by Dr. Leslie B. 
Learned, rector of All Sain 
Church, Pasadena. 

Dr. Learned declared that one 
of the needs of America today is 
the realization that all power, 
whatever be its manifestation in 
the material or spiritual realms, 
comes from one Diyine source. 

One of the asatriking points 
emphasized by the speaker was 
that the gigantic power of the 
world, the power that has been 
| most largely responsible for the 
progress of human welfare, has 
ever been the power of the minor- 


ity. 

“Bay what you will, the power 
of the majority is merely the pow- 
er of numbers,” said Dr. Learned. 
“The strength of the majority is 
often conducive to good results, 
but there is a power of the minor- 
ity which sooner or later will make 
itself felt, though temporarily 
overwhelmed by an avalanche of 
ballote—and sometimes an ava- 
lanche of injustice. 

“The minority of which I speak 
ig composed of those bold, bright 
spirits, who, working silently and 
unknown or openly among the mul- 
titides, are constantly lifting the 
standards of the world, directing 
events and swaying the opinions 
and ideals of millions, who may
